Tbe flrst speaker of the afternoon was 


Prof. Chat. D. Woods, director ot the 
Maine Experiment Station, at Orono, 
and be took for bis subject "Dairy Pro. 
duets Compared with Other Food Ma- 
terial." Notwithstanding that bis lec- 
ture was nceedingly lengthy, it was 
very Interesting and was the faithful 
rendericg of a scleotlflo discourse, from 
which we mske a few extracts as fol. 


The farnfer should be well nonrisbed. 


U* grow* s considerable part of bis own 
food, and can with little expenditure of 
labor and money bave a bealthfnl va- 
riety. The farmer* of this State and, 
Indeed ot Ibis nation, bave all they need 
to eat, and In general more than they 
need, bat unfortunately their selection of 
food is not nearly as flood as it might be. 
in order to help to a belter appreciation 
ol a dais of food material: alwsys a, the 
disposal of the fanner, this paper has 
been prepared. 


He then went ou to tell what food was 


flub formers. He said we can lire on 
bread, meat, milk and a great many 
other materials. These must therefore 
conuln tbe flesh forming substances. 
Chemical analy.it shows us very clearly 
what those flesh forming substances are, 
and bow much of them there Is m a 
pound of meat or a quart, of milk. Tc- 
day we bave tables of tbe composition of 
food BDS'erlals which show the percent- 
age of flesh formers In all of our ordi- 
nary food material. 


To sum up 
Tbe flesh formers, 
tbe 


nitrogencui sutstsnces and the protein 
compounds of our fool are such as tt>e 
myosln or lean meat and ash, tbe casein 
and albumen of rnllfe, the materials 
which make up tbe gluten ol wheat ar,d 
similar siibstarjcja in other food mater*- 
als, animal and vegetable. Because of 
tbe similarity of many of (hem to tl e 
albumen of egg, they are rometimes 
called 
albuminoids. 
Another 
name 


which Is frequently given to them is 
protoids; a more common one is protein, 
but for our present purpose we 
simply call thtm fl^sh formers Ibey 
are the matenpls whit,b build up the 
frame-work of tbe body and repair Its 
wastes 
From them muscle and sinew, 


blood and bone are formed. 


Fuel ingredients ot food, fats 


carbohydrates were theu talked of, and 
he said . It ia one thing to build a ma- 
cblue and keep It in repair it Is snother 
thing to keep u running. For this It 
most have power. A steam engine eels 
Its power from its fuel, coal or wood, aa 
the case mi*y be. The bodily ecgioe de. 
rives Its power from tbe fuel ingredients 
of its food.

Tbe tats and oils, tbe 
sugars and atarcbea are burned in our 
bodies |ust as trulv as the coal and wood 
sre burned under the boiler of the er.

food and the definition ot food, also tbe 
ingredients of different classes, and In 
speaking of tbe digestibility ol food be 
suid tba animal foods are somewhat more 
digestible than tbe vegetable foods. Tbe 
protein of ordinary meats, for instance, 
Is practically^!! digested when it is 
eaten In moderate quantities by healthy 
person?, but trie same persons might di- 
gest only nine-tenths of the protein of 
wheat, flour made into bread aud not 
more than tbree-fonrtbt of that of pota- 
toes. The fat of meats Is less complete- 
ly digested 
Tbe sugar and 8lurch of 


vegetable foods, properly cooked, Is very 
easily and completely digested 


At this point he gave a long dt tailed 


account ef the fitting of foods to the 
needs of the body after which be spoke 
for some time on the nutriments of food 
material and gave a very lengthy ac. 
count of skim milk as tbe moat whole- 
some flesh making food 


After Prof. VI ood, came brief remarks 


by Dr. A. W Harris,President of Univer- 
sity of Maine. 
He said that In traveling 


across the count, y a short time ago and 
looking over tbe farms it occurred to him 
"How da the people live'"
